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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This is an Examiner's statement of reason for allowance. 

2. Regarding the claimed terms, the Examiner notes that a "general term must be 
understood in the context in which the inventor presents it." In re Glaug 283 F.3d 1335, 
1340, 62 USPQ2d 1151, 1154 (Fed. Cir. 2002). Therefore the Examiner must interpret 
the claimed terms as found on pages 1-20 of the specification. Clearly almost all the 
general terms in the claims may have multiple meanings. So where a claim term "is 
susceptible to various meanings, ... the inventor's lexicography must prevail . . . ." Id. 
Using these definitions for the claims, the claimed invention was not reasonably found in 
the prior art. 

3. The closest prior art Barnett et al (U.S. Pat. No. 6,369,840) which discloses a 
method/system for generating and displaying a calendar containing user-selected 
events from user-selected categories. JP363242855 A, Hirohata, Kazuhiro discloses a 
method of restoring the tracking information However, neither Barnett nor Hirohata 
singularly or in combination discloses the recited feature: 

4. As per claims 1,13 and 40 "the event signal being sent in response to a hypert- 
text markup language element received by the client device from the content server, 
and wherein the event signal conforms to the hypertext transport protocol (HTTP) and 
the event signal includes event definition data in the HTTP header and uniform resource 
locator parameters of the event signal, analyzing the data at the event-tracking server to 
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identify a specify a specific user interaction, retrieving a set of instructions from memory 
of the event-tracking server that correspond to the identified user interaction, executing 
the retrieved instructions at the event-tracking server to extract data from the event 
signal in accordance with the retrieved instructions, and storing the extracted data in a 
database".
